On April 26, the District hosted their biannual Household 
Hazardous Waste collection & electronics recycling event at the 
Boone County Highway Department in Lebanon.  The weather 
was beautiful which garnered a large crowd of 425 vehicles that 
came through the event!  That is record attendance for the Lebanon 

event!  At this time, it is known 
that the district collected 18 tons of tires and over 5 
tons of electronics!  The final count on the household 
hazardous waste is still be calculated by their contactor.  
Thank you to all that participated in disposing of their 
household items correctly!  Our next event will be at 
the Zionsville Town Hall on Saturday, August 23.     

Governor Pence signed House Bill 1183 on 
April 30.  This bill has set up a framework 
for waste haulers and other entities to report 
the recycling activities happening around the 
state.  The bill also established a goal of 
50% recycling rate for the State of Indiana.  
This is a great first step in furthering 
recycling throughout the state! 

On May 3, the District in conjunction with 
the Lebanon Rotary Club and the Lebanon 
- the Cleanest City in Indiana committee 
helped with the community clean-up event 
within the City of Lebanon.  Many 
subdivisions, the main thoroughfares & 
the downtown area were scoured and 
cleaned of litter & debris.  After 
participating, we would like to offer the 
following tidbit of information:  Please 
remember cigarette “butts” can take up to 
ten years to fully decompose, are 

considered litter & there are many outlets for 
disposal like the standup butt buckets rather than 
our City streets! 

Lastly, on May 4, the district hosted a booth at the 
Zion Nature Center’s annual Z’Greenfest.  The 
District was able to reach out to many families 
with education about recycling & proper disposal 
while the kids participated in a REUSE craft.  The 
kids made bracelets from magazine beads, a fun 
way to learn about REUSE while working on those 
fine motor skills!
